In response to applicant's remark dated 15 December 2005 the claim 1 is a 
combination because claim 25 is a part of claim 1 , claim 1 has most of claim 25, claim 1 
requires the combination of the power conversion apparatus plus all the limitation of 
claim 25, except the limitation applicant contains are added and the added limitation are 
the particulars of the subcombination not required in the combination. Also the UPS 
limitations are particulars of the subcombination not required. Since the restriction 
requirement is maintained. 

Restriction Requirement 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-20 and 40-47 are drawn to power conversion apparatus, 
classified in class 363, and subclass 89.
